SUBSTANCE OF INTERVIEW DESCRIBING THE GENERAL NATURE OF WHAT WAS DISCUSSED: 

Dr. Guy gave the Office authorization to 1) amend claim 1 to recite that the signal strength depends on the antigen-antibody 
precipitate concentration; 2) to rejoin claims 3 and 4; 3) to amend claim 3 to recite that method step "b" is a distinct method that 
uses another aliquot of fluid for clarification; 4) to correct claim 4 to remove the terms "preferably" or "particularly" to correct 
subjective terminology that leads to unclear broad to narrow indefiniteness issues; 5) to correct the improper Markush language 
recited in claim 5; and 6) to cancel withdrawn claims 9 and 1 0, in an Examiner's Amendment.
